Approximately an hour out of Washington, tin, Oswald told me she baa 
some mimeographed copies of a press conference she bad had in Fort Harta, 
Texas, and wanted to autograph one for me and each of the two ttwt ates s a . 
I told her to wait until we were closer to Washington, D. C, and 1 u-uld 
tell one of the stewardesses that she (:i-s. Oswald) wanted to talk vioh 
her. About 15 minutes out of Washington, 1 called one of the stewarde— 3 
over and told her that Mrs. Oswald wanted to talk with her a minute. I 
got up out of my seat and let the stewardess sit down while she talked 
with Mrs. Oswald for about three minutes. Mrs. Oswald autographed a copy 
of the press conference and gave it to the stewardess and the stewardess 
left. Mrs. Oswald then autographed one and gave it to me, a copy of which 
is attached to this report. She autographed one for the other stewardess, 
but she did not come back to get it so Mrs. Oswald gave it to the steward- 
ess vith whom she had talked with earlier, for relay.

As 
of July 11, 1962, 1». Churoh ass indicated to be a senior at University of Tampa, 
uhloh he had attended since February, 1960 under the 01 Bill of Rights.
